Coleman, ow ner of nearly ' 3000 
acres, “but I cannot prove that 
they w ere im properly arrived at 
because I do n ’t know how the fig­ 
ures w ere determ ined and nobody 
can tell m e.” 
David M eeker, tall, 
handsome, 
im m aculately dressed, in charge of 
acreage allotm ents 
of 
Missouri, 
had the task of explaining how the 


apportionment* were 
made.

the outset he said he

cotton the exact procedure was

the road to independence. 
They 
have cleared up land with the ex­ 
pectation of putting some acreage 
in cotton. 
Since they hove no 
past history as 
cotton 
growers 
they do not come under the reg­ 
ular allotments. Meeker said that 
2 per cent of the 
State’s

acreage quota had been reserved 
for new cotton 
farms.

asked when

farms 
would be given cotton allotments. 
He did not know; the force 
had

One Farmer Goes It Alone 


W ashington recently heard about 


at least one farmer from this area 
who has turned his back on 
the 
whole program and is going

alone, come what may. J. J. Reed, 
sent out here from A A A head­ 
quarters in Washington to educate 
these farmers in the objectives 
of the crop reduction plan, men­ 
tioned that a copy of the letter that 
this objector sent to his 
county 
A A A Committee, had been for­ 
warded to Washington. 
The let­ 
ter warned all A A A committee­ 
men and officials to stay off of the 
farmer’s land and wound up with 
the assertion 
that 
if 
necessary 
force would be used to keep them 
off. 
No use to get excited, said 
the 
young, smiling Mr. 
Reed; 
there 
was no compulsion in the law and 
every farmer was free 
to 
plant 
whatever he wanted to 
and 
as 
much as he wished. Then he went 
on to explain that if the farmer 
planted more cotton than the acre­ 
age alloted he would Incur certain 
disadvantages. 
First, he would not receive the 
bonus of 3 cents a pound that the 
Government had provided for last 
year’s base production; second, he 
would not receive the cash bene­ 
fits promised this year for normal 
cotton acreage kept out of produc­ 
tion. He would not be eligible for 
cotton loans, and then if he under­ 
took to sell any cotton raised 
on 
land in excess of his allotment he 
would have to pay a penalty tax 
of 2 cents a pound.

Although the common cold 
is usually thought of as a fall or 
winter time ailment, there is no 
season when it will not attack if 
precautions 
are 
not 
observed," 
the committee states. 
Because of thc relation of tub­ 
erculosis to 
the 
common 
cold, 
thosi who catch cold easily 
are 
advised to see their doctor. 
Or­ 
dinary household 
remedies 
and 
the advice of friends and 
neigh­ 
bors should not be relied on in thc 
treatment of a cold. 
“Clinical 
observation 
shoves 
clearly that exposure to cold, 
or 
chilling the body, very often pre­ 
cedes the onset of active symptoms 
of 
pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 
Of 
course, chilling alone cannot pro­ 
duce 
tuberculous 
disease. 
but 
w hen we bear in mind that practi­ 
cally everybody has tubercle bac­ 
illi in some part of the respiratory 
tract, vve can readily understand 
that changes caused by exposure 
or colds may be instrumental 
in 
preparing favorable soil for 
the 
reactivation of dormant tubercle 
bacilli,” the 
Medical 
Committee 
says. 
The bulletin states that patients 
who are being treated for tuber­ 
culosis especially should be care­ 
ful to avoid catching cold. Many 
patients have been known to suf­ 
fer serious relapses following the 
onset of a cold.

Edward Martin Shepard, 
Mis­ 
souri educator and scientist, was 
born on May 15, 1854, eighty-four 
years ago this week, iri West Win­ 
ded, Connecticut.

eendent of two old New England 
families, the Bradfords and 
the 
Websters, he began his education 
in a New Haven military school. 
A serious illness interrupted 
his 
education, however, and

In 1877 he was placed in charge 
of classifying and arranging the 
museum at Roanoke college, Vir­ 
ginia, which had been stored dur­ 
ing the Civil war.

Pennsylvan­ 
ia, going from there to Drury Col­ 
lege, Springfield, Missouri, in 1878,

and a report on the geology of 
Greene county nad surrounding

Dr. Shepard, partly because of 
his enthusiastic interest in geology, 
was an extensive traveler, both in
